Loretta Saunders case a homicide 




'Tragic loss.' Police say 
they have their suspects 
after body found in N.B.

Loretta Saunders’ death is 
“truly a tragic loss,” a Halifax 
Regional Police spokesman 
said Wednesday, after her 
missing-person case was ruled 
a homicide and the 26-year- 
old’s body was found in New 
Brunswick. 

Saunders was found in 
the median off Route 2 of the 
Trans-Canada Highway near 
Salisbuiy around 4:30 p.m. by 
Halifax investigators and local 
RCMP. 

“The entirety of the evi¬ 
dence in the case led us to 
make that determination,” 
said police spokesman Const. 
Pierre Bourdages, in reference 
to the case being labelled a 
homicide. 

Forensic investigators 
from Halifax and New Bruns¬ 
wick RCMP retrieved her re¬ 
mains, and Bourdages said 
her body will be taken to 
Halifax where some of her 
siblings have been staying 



during their search. 

“Everybody knows how 
much the family and friends 
here in Halifax came together 
and were attempting to locate 
Ms. Saunders and bring her 
back safely home,” Bourdages 
said. “It’s truly a tragic loss.” 

Bourdages said Saunders’ 
family in Halifax and Labra¬ 
dor were notified in person 
about her homicide, and later 
when her body was found. 

He said police have identi¬ 
fied suspects in the homicide, 
and are not looking for any¬ 
one else. Bourdages said they 
can’t publicly name them 
until charges are laid, which 
will be “as soon as possible.” 


Ontario police arrested 
Victoria Henneberiy, 28, and 
Blake Leggette, 25, last week 
after they were found near 
Windsor, Ont. and charged 
with stealing Saunders’ car. 

Both Leggette and Henne¬ 
beriy were brought to Halifax 
and remain in custody. They 
also face charges of fraud, re¬ 
lated to allegedly using Saun¬ 
ders’ debit card, that will be 
handled by Ontario police. 

They were reportedly rent¬ 
ing an apartment on Cowie 
Hill Road from Saunders. 

Henneberry is due in Hali¬ 
fax provincial court Thursday 
to face the vehicle charge, and 
Leggette will appear on Friday 
for a bail hearing after his 
case was set over by a judge 
Tuesday. 

Saunders, a Saint Maiy’s 
University student, hadn’t 
been seen since she left her 
Cowie Hill Road apartment on 
Feb. 13, and was officially re¬ 
ported missing by her family 
a few days later. 

She was an Inuk woman 
from Labrador, and in the last 
year of her honour’s sociology 
degree. Saunders was working 
on a thesis about missing and 
murdered Aboriginal women.

Volunteers rallied and 
searched throughout 
city for missing woman 


A group of volunteers involved 
in the search for Loretta Saun¬ 
ders spoke out hours after po- 
hce announced they had found 
the missing Inuk woman’s 
body. 

It’s time for an inquuy into 
missing and murdered ab¬ 
originals, said a visibly upset 
Cheiyl Maloney, president 
of the Nova Scotia Native 
Women’s Association. 


"People really stepped 
up and fell in love with 
this girl.”

“Eveiy aboriginal girl in 
this countiy is vulnerable,” she 
said Wednesday evening from 
the group’s ad hoc volunteer 
headquarters on Gottingen 
Street. 

“It’s disheartening,” said 
Maloney, adding she wasn’t 
speaking for the family, but 
as a volunteer and aboriginal 


woman. “How many more 
famihes does this have to hap¬ 
pen to? 

“We shouldn’t be growing 
up in a countiy where we’re 
at risk to be missing and mur¬ 
dered more than anyone else.” 

Saunders, a 26-year-old 
Saint Mary’s University stu¬ 
dent originally from Labrador, 
was reported missing by her 
family on Feb. 17. 

She was in the final year of 
her degree in honours sociol¬ 
ogy, with a thesis focused on 
missing and murdered aborig¬ 
inal women. 

“Loretta’s passion was this 
whole issue,” said volunteer 
Diane Obed on Wednesday. 


“It’s a crisis... and it can’t be 
ignored anymore.” 

Within 72 hours of starting 
the search, Maloney said thou¬ 
sands of posters had been put 
up throughout the city, and 
volunteers had raised $12,000 
to help finance the search and 
bring Saunders’ family and 
friends to Hahfax. 

“Loretta became something 
not just to us as the volunteers, 
but to this city, to the province, 
to the pubhc.” 

“We just want to thank the 
community, the city of Hah¬ 
fax,” said an emotional Jean 
Flowers, a volunteer from Ho- 
pedale, Labrador.

The Crown says Christopher 
Alexander Falconer is appeal¬ 
ing his first-degree murder con¬ 
viction in the death of Amber 
Kirwan. 

Crown attorney Patrick 
Young says Falconer has filed a 


prisoner appeal against convic¬ 
tion, but he had not seen his 
reasons for doing so. Young, 
who was co-coimsel in the pros¬ 
ecution, says he’s not surprised 
Falconer is appealing the deci¬ 
sion since he has “nothing to 
lose.” 

Falconer, 31, was given an 
automatic sentence of life in 
prison with no parole ehgibihty 
for 25 years after he was con¬ 
victed by a juiy in Januaiy. 

He pleaded not gmlty to 
first-degree murder in the 



death of Kirwan, a 19-year-old 
woman who vanished after 
leaving a pool hall in New Glas¬ 
gow on Oct. 9,2011. 

Her naked, boimd remains 
were discovered in a clandes¬ 
tine grave about a month later 
in nearby Heathbell. 

During the trial, Kirwan’s 
boyfriend. Mason Campbell, 
testified that he was supposed 
to pick up Kirwan at a conven¬ 
ience store the night she went 
missing but she never arrived.

Trash talk. Food

Halifax restaurants are 
hoping regional council will 
agree the Otter Lake landfill 
has put up with enough of 
their garbage. 

Luc Erjavec of the Can¬ 
adian Restaurant and Food- 
services Association (CRFA) 
said they are urging HRM 
councillors not to raise waste- 
disposal fees, and listen to 
staff recommendations that 
would allow restaurants to 
send their garbage outside 
the city. 

“We pay far too much for 
garbage in HRM,” Frjavec 
said Wednesday. “Our rates 
are up to three times the cost 
of other Canadian jurisdic¬ 
tions.” 

Frjavec said council is con¬ 


sidering raising the garbage 
disposal fees from $124 per 
tonne by 36 per cent, to about 
$175 per tonne. 

Small businesses and res¬ 
taurants could save money 
by shipping their garbage 
to neighbouring districts, 
Frjavec said, where landfills 
would welcome the extra 
income and charge “well 
under” $100 a tonne. 

A “decent-sized” restau¬ 
rant has $1,000 in garbage 
bills a month, so the 36 per 
cent hike would add more 
than $3,000 to that over the 
course of a year, Frjavec said. 

The province has some of 
the strictest environmental 
standards in the countiy, Fr¬ 
javec said, so recyclables and 
compost would still be prop¬ 
erly sorted out. 

“It’s not as if we’re sug¬ 
gesting sending it to China or 
dumping it in the ocean, it’s 
still... meeting the high Nova 
Scotia standards,” he said. 

Frjavec said the garbage 
might actually travel a short¬ 
er distance to an outside land¬ 
fill, since HRM is such a large

them to listen to recommendations that 
would allow restaurants to send their 
garbage outside the city. 


municipality that getting 
waste from one corner over 
to Otter Lake takes time. 

The move would keep 
large amounts of garbage 
from going in Otter Lake, Fr¬ 
javec said, which has made 
headlines recently over talks 
to change the front-end pro¬ 
cessing system. 

“If it’s still disposed of in 
an environmentally respon¬ 
sible manner ... and can save 
businesses money, and pro¬ 
long the life of the landfill, 
why wouldn’t we do it?” said 
Frjavec. 

Council is expected to vote 
on the increased garbage fee 
in the next few weeks. 



Job grant program may cut support for people with disabilities: Group 


A Nova Scotia group that 
helps people with disabil¬ 
ities find and keep jobs 
says it has laid off 
support workers because of a 
funding dispute between 
Ottawa and the province. 

The Collaborative Part¬ 
nership Network says if 
it loses its 11 counsellors 


then the jobs of up to 200 
Nova Scotians with disabil¬ 
ities could be at risk. 

Janice Ainsworth, co¬ 
chairperson of the network, 
says the program provides 
vital counselling to both 
employers and employees 
that helps keep people 
with disabilities off wel¬ 


fare. 

Ottawa sent an offer last 
week to the provinces on 
a funding deal for job train¬ 
ing and they have until Fri¬ 
day to accept it. 

The provinces have 
said they want to keep 
their existing programs 
under the so-called labour 


market agreements, while 
Ottawa has proposed to 
shift millions of dollars into 
its employer-directed Can¬ 
ada Job Grant program. 

The employees in 
the nine agencies under 
the Collaborative Part¬ 
nership Network rely on 
an annual budget of 


$500,000 that came from 
federal funding for train¬ 
ing. 

The network is one 
of a number of groups 
in the province who say 
their job training pro¬ 
grams are at risk under 
the federal changes.

Cape Breton man 
gets federal time 
for killing puppy 

A 31-year-old Sydney man 
who pleaded guilty to beating 
his former girlfriend and 
kicking her eight-month-old 
puppy to death has been 
sentenced to a federal prison 
term. 

Brian David Cooper of 
Cross Street will serve a 
two-year federal sentence 
followed by a one-year proba¬ 
tion period. 

He is prohibited from 
possessing weapons for 10 
years and life for restricted 
weapons. He is to submit a 


DNA sample to the national 
registry and is banned for 10 
years from owning animals or 
birds or having such creatures 
on any property he owns. 

Among the conditions of 
his probation. Cooper is to 
refrain from alcohol and take 
all counselling as recom¬ 
mended by his probation 
officer. 

The sentence was imposed 
after Cooper pleaded guilty 
to two counts of assault with 
a weapon (a coat hanger and 
a machete), two counts of 
assault and one count each 
of unlawful confinement, 
uttering a death threat and 
animal cruelty (killing a 
puppy named Thunder).

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Councillors to face tough 
choices to fund projects 


Tax or save? Great big 
ideas mean big money 
that is not currently 
available, says CAO

The municipality’s chief ad¬ 
ministrative officer is warn¬ 
ing regional council that it 
will have some tough choices 
to make with big projects on 
the horizon. 

Richard Butts presented a 
draft Wednesday of the mu¬ 
nicipality’s three-year budget 
plan for projects. 

Butts said that while the 
municipality has done a good 
job of maintaining its assets 
in recent years, in order to 
fund new projects, decisions 
will have to be made. 

“We have a desire to do 
much more and we do not 
have the funding for it right 
now,” Butts told Committee 
of the Whole. 

Some of the projects that 
are already in the planning 
phase, including a long-term 
arena strategy and streetscap- 
ing, could run between $120 
million and $150 million, he 
said. 

There are also a number 
of projects in the discussion 
phase, including a firefighter 
training facility and per-

forming-arts centre. 

Butts said the municipality 
has several options to free up 
funds, including delaying or 
cancelling other projects and 
selling surplus properties. 

A staff presentation said 
significant funds are tied up 
in properties like the Bloom¬ 
field Centre and St. Patrick’s 


High School. 

The municipality also has 
the option to increase prop¬ 
erty taxes or debt, he said. 

“As we look at the pro¬ 
jects and we look at how to 
build these facilities and fund 
them, those are the options 
that are before us,” he said. 

Council directed staff to 


prepare a preliminary three- 
year projects budget, which 
will go to the audit and fi¬ 
nance committee in June. 

A motion was also passed 
for staff to look at adding 
$1 million to its streets and 
roads budget specifically for 
micro sealing — a type of seal¬ 
ant that can extend the life of 


asphalt anywhere from five to 
10 years. 

Deputy Mayor Darren Fish¬ 
er, who made the motion, said 
the work would bring streets 
that are currently at a “seven” 
on the service to stress index 
up to a “10.” 

“It’s like putting a filling in 
a really good tooth,” he said. 


The majority of home- 
owners wouldn’t see an 
increase on their tax bill 
next fiscal year under 
municipal staff recom¬ 
mendations. 

Council’s Committee 
of the Whole directed 
staff Wednesday to 
proceed with a proposed 
corporate-accounts 
budget and business plan 
for the 2014-15 fiscal 
year. 

The plan includes 
residential tax rates of 
about 0.6 per cent and 
commercial tax rates of 
about 2.9 per cent. 

A staff report said 
about 87 per cent of 
homes and about 57 per 
cent of commercial prop¬ 
erties would not see any 
additional taxes under 
the plan. 

The municipality 
would receive about 
$13.7 million more in 
revenues. 

The proposal will 
come back to Committee 
of the Whole next month 
as part of the overall 
budget and will eventu¬ 
ally land at regional 
council in the spring. 


Mobile asphalt plant 
for sale — barely used 


The government of Nova Sco¬ 
tia is selling its mobile asphalt 
plant, a year and a half after it 
went into operation. 

The province’s Transporta¬ 
tion Department has brought 
in General Combustion Corp. 
to advertise and market the 
plant beginning Monday. 


General Combustion ori¬ 
ginally built and sold the plant 
to the previous NDP govern¬ 
ment in 2011 for $3.6 million. 
The Transportation Depart¬ 
ment says the government is 
asking for $2.75 milhon. 

The plant went into oper¬ 
ation in August 2012. At the 


time, the government said 
it wanted to address unfair 
pricing and a lack of compe¬ 
tition for project tenders in 
some rural areas. 

That was part of the NDP’s 
government-run paving pro¬ 
gram, which was discontinued 
in the fall, the Canadian press

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Pursuit. Confused 
Japanese tourists trigger 
police chase; ends well 


The first night in the United 
States for a family of Japanese 
tourists ended with the par¬ 
ents being pulled from their 
rental car at gunpoint with 
their young son watching 
after their confusion about 
American traffic laws set off a 
high-speed pursuit in southern 
Utah. 

The pursuit began at 1 a.m. 
Saturday on Interstate 15 near 
the Utah-Arizona border when 
the couple’s car was spot¬ 
ted going just 37 m.p.h. and 
swerving between lanes, said 
Lt. Brad Home, Utah Highway 
Patrol’s DUl unit commander.

Journalist claims 
former Pope 
pressured to leave 

Retired pope Benedict has 
denied speculation that his 
resignation was not valid. 

Benedict wrote to the La 
Stampa newspaper amid a 
new round of speculation 
ahead of Friday’s first an¬ 
niversary of the resignation. 
Italian journalist Antonio 
Socci suggested in the daily 
Libero that the resignation 
may have been invalid, 
claiming Benedict was 


pressured to leave by some 
cardinals who opposed him. 

But the Pope emeritus 
says his resignation was per¬ 
fectly valid. “There isn’t the 
slightest doubt about the 
validity of my resignation 
from the Petrine ministiy,” 
La Stampa quoted Ben¬ 
edict as writing. “The only 
condition for the validity is 
the full freedom of the deci¬ 
sion. Speculation about its 
invalidity is simply absurd.” 
Benedict defended his deci¬ 
sion to continue wearing a 
white cassock.

Chile. Toxins from algae 
likely poisoned whales 
millions of years ago 



Scientists investigating a 
graveyard of marine mammal 
fossils near Chile’s northern 
coast say toxins generated by 
algae blooms most likely poi¬ 
soned the animals millions of 
years ago. 

The study by a team of 
Chilean and Smithsonian In¬ 
stitution scientists was pub¬ 
lished Wednesday in the jour¬ 
nal Proceedings of the Royal 
Society B. 

The experts travelled to 
Chile’s Atacama region in 
2011 to unearth one of the 


world’s best-preserved grave¬ 
yards of prehistoric whales. 

Other unusual creatures 
found at the “Whale Hill” 
site include an extinct aqua¬ 
tic sloth and a walrus-like 
toothed whale. 

Scientists say the “orien¬ 
tation and condition” of the 
skeletons show that the ani¬ 
mals “died at sea, prior to bur¬ 
ial on a tidal fiat.” 

The remains were first 
found by highway con¬ 
struction workers in 2010.

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Ukraine’s protest 
leaders pick top 
lawmaker for PM 


Coffers to fill. The new 

leader will be walking 
into a country rife with 
financial problems 


Leaders of Ukraine’s protest 
movement on Wednesday 
proposed a top legislator as 
the countiy’s next prime min¬ 
ister, while Russian President 
Vladimir Putin ordered major 
militaiy exercises just across 
the border in a show of force 
and apparent displeasure over 
the countiy’s new direction. 

The new government, 
which is expected to be for¬ 
mally approved by parhament 
Thursday, will face the hugely 
comphcated task of restoring 
stability in a country that is 
deeply divided pohtically and 


on the verge of financial col¬ 
lapse. The countiy’s pro-Rus- 
sian president, Viktor Yanuko¬ 
vych, fied the capital over the 
weekend. 

At Kyiv’s Independence 
Square, the heart of the 
protest movement against 
Yanukovych, the interim lead¬ 
ers who seized control after 
he fied proposed Arseniy Yat- 
senyuk as the countiy’s new 
prime minister. 

Yatsenyuk, 39, is a mil¬ 
lionaire former banker who 
served as economy minister, 
foreign minister and par¬ 
liamentary speaker before 
Yanukovych took office in 
2010. Widely viewed as a 
technocratic reformer, he ap¬ 
pears to enjoy the support of 
the U.S. 

The top U.S. diplomat for 
Europe, Victoria Nuland, was 


overheard discussing Yat¬ 
senyuk and other Ukrainian 
opposition figures in a bugged 
phone call that was leaked, 
saying “1 think Yats is the 
guy who’s got the economic 
experience, the governing ex¬ 
perience.” 

If confirmed, one of the 
first jobs for Yatsenyuk and 
other members of his new 
Cabinet will be seeking out¬ 
side financial help from the 
European Union and the 
International Monetaiy Fund. 
Economists say Ukraine is 
close to financial collapse, 
with its currency under pres¬ 
sure and its treasuiy almost 
empty. The acting finance 
minister has said Ukraine will 
need $35 bilhon in bailout 
loans to get through the next 
two years.

Cookbook of the Week 


Cultures and tastes 

As a mother, wife and chef 
who runs three busy New 
York City restaurants, Einat 
Admony knows about being 
a New Age “balaboosta” 
(Yiddish for “perfect house¬ 
wife”). It makes sense then 
that her cookbook shares 
the same name. Balaboosta 
offers 140 recipes that blend 
Admony’s mixed Israeh 
heritage (Yemenite, Persian) 
with the Mediterranean pal¬ 
ate she developed working 
in New York City, metro 


“This is the classic Mediter¬ 
ranean preparation for fish, 
without aU the fancy filleting, 
searing, steaming, or curing,” 
writes Einat Admony in her 
book Balaboosta: Bold Medi¬ 
terranean Recipes to Feed the 
People You Love. “The key is to 
layer the ingredients inside the 
fish, instead of on top, so that 
the flavour permeates eveiy 
last ounce of the meat.” 


1 . Preheat the oven to 350 F. 

2 . Pat the skin diy on the bran- 
zino with a few paper towels. 
Stuff the cavity of each fish 
with one sprig each of thyme 
and rosemaiy, one garlic clove, 
and two shces of lemon. Place 
the fish on a baking sheet lined 
with parchment paper and 
drizzle with olive oil. 


3 . Roast in the oven until 
cooked aU the way through, 
about 30 minutes. 

4 . Meanwhile, make the yogurt 
dill sauce: Combine the yogurt, 
garlic, lemon juice, and salt in 
a blender. Puree rmtil smooth, 
then veiy slowly add the olive 
oil in a thin stream. Scrape the 
yogurt mixture into a bowl 
and stir in the chopped dill.

Crosby returned from So¬ 
chi with another Olympic gold 
medal, this one as the captain 
of the Canadian team. Lead¬ 
ing a national squad certainly 
brings a different sense of re¬ 
sponsibility, but the same ex¬ 
pectation. 

“1 think eveiybody feels a 
sense of pride, but also a sense 
of relief knowing you were 
able to do what eveiybody 
expected,” Crosby said Wed¬ 
nesday. “It’s not easy to win, 
but to be able to go in there 
with the goal of winning and 
achieve it is a great feeling.” 

Now, Crosby and fellow

Kunitz are ready for a return 
to normalcy in the NHL, join¬ 
ing head coach Dan Bylsma 
and five Olympic teammates, 
including Russia’s Evgeni Mal¬ 
kin, as the first-place Penguins 
prepare for a stretch that fea¬ 
tures 24 games in 46 days. 

“It’s good to get into a rou¬ 
tine again,” Crosby said. “Man¬ 
aging rest is something we def¬ 
initely have to keep in mind.” 

Canada steamrolled 

through Sochi, allowing three 
goals in six games for its third 
gold medal in the last four 
Olympics and record ninth 
overall. 

“Eveiybody talks about 
our defence, but 1 think we 
were able to control the puck 
a lot in the offensive zone and 
when you do that, teams don’t 
get a lot of time or energy to 


come against you,” Crosby 
said. 

The Canadians, who be¬ 
came the first team to go un¬ 
beaten through the Olympic 
tournament in 30 years, never 
trailed in a dominating effort 
that culminated in back-to- 
back shutouts of the United 
States and Sweden in the semi¬ 
finals and gold-medal game. 

“The last three games, es¬ 
pecially, we were at our best, 
but 1 think we got better as it 
went on,” Crosby said. “The 
scores were close, but we felt 
like we controlled the last 
three games and played the 
way we wanted to.” 

Once again, Crosby’s shin¬ 
ing moment came in the gold- 
medal game, this time during 
the second period against 
Sweden when he deked goal- 
tender Henrik Lundqvist be-
